Don  Hespe,  President 
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Hawaiian  Currency

When  it  is  winter  in  Omaha,  I  find  my  thoughts  wandering  to  images  of 
warmer  climates.  One  of  my  favorite  wann  weather  locales  is  Hawaii. 
Fortunately,  if  you  can't  visit  Hawaii,  you  can  usually  find  a  TV  show'  or 
movie  that  is  set  on  at  least  one  of  the  islands.  Another  way  to  satisfy 
one's  need  to  look  at  scenes  of  Hawaii  is  to  look  at  the  currency  issues  of 
the  Kingdom  and/or  Republic  of  Hawaii. 

The  only  currency  produced  by  the  Kingdom  of  Hawaii  was 
originally  issued  in  1879  and  allowed  to  circulate  until  the  overthrow 
of  the  monarchy  by  local  business  interests  with  the  support  and 
encouragement  of  a  number  of  foreign  powers  in  1895.  These 
Certificates  of  Deposit  (in  silver)  were  meant  to  be  a  replacement  for  the 
previously  issued,  hand  wntten  certificates  of  deposit  that  were 
redeemable  in  gold.  It  had  been  thought  that  this  issue  was  a  concerted 
effort  to  change  the  basis  of  the  islands'  monetary  standard  from  gold  to 
silver,  thereby  reducing  the  outflow  of  gold  from  the  government's 
treasury  However,  an  e.xamination  of  the  Hawaiian  government's 
economic  policies  would  indicate  a  less  rational  approach  in 
governmental  control  of  the  economy. 

After  the  election  of  King  Kalakaua  to  the  Hawaiian  throne,  the 
Hawaiian  government  continued  to  be  corrupt  and  heavily  influenced  by 
various  foreign  and/or  landed  interests.  Economic  policy  would  be  set  by 
a  policy  of  who  gets  what,  rather  than  what  was  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  citizens.  At  the  time  that  this  currency  was  issued,  construction  of  a 
new  lolanai  Palace  had  begun,  and  would  eventually  cost  $300,000.  In 
addition,  the  King  was  continuing  to  build  up  personal  debts  that  were 
backed  by  his  government,  and  government  officials  used  government 
service  to  increase  their  personal  fortunes.  It  was  more  likely  that  this 
currency  was  issued  to  finance  various  projects  and  e.xpenscs  as  outlined 
above. 

In  all  cases  the  backs  of  these  notes,  as  produced  by  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.,  contained  'he  Hawaiian  seal  in  an  ornate 
frame  with  the  following  differences: 

l  .The  $10  bill  was  printed  on  orange  paper  with  the  front  containing  a 
picture  of  a  sailing  ship  on  the  left,  a  locomotive  on  the  right,  and  a 
scene  with  a  cowboy  (paniolo)  rounding  up  cattle  in  the  center. 

2. The  $20  bill  was  printed  on  brown  paper  with  the  front  containing  a 
vignette  of  a  girl  with  a  dog  on  the  left,  an  anchor  on  the  right,  and  a 
vignette  of  a  woman  franked  by  a  steam  engine  and  locomotive  in  the 
center 

3  The  $50  bill  was  printed  on  green  paper  with  the  front  containing  a 
picture  of  a  ram  on  the  left,  a  vignette  of  a  girl  on  the  rii'tu  '  - 


woman  with  a  liberty  cap  on  a  pole  surrounded  by  tropical  plants  and  a 
tropical  bird  perched  on  here  left  arm  in  the  center. 

4  The  $100  bill  was  printed  on  blue  paper  with  the  front  containing  a 
picture  of  a  galloping  horse  on  the  left,  a  standing  cow  on  the  right,  and 
a  globe  franked  by  a  steam  ship  on  the  left  and  a  locomotive  on  the  right 
in  the  bill's  center. 

5. The  $500  bill  was  printed  on  orange  paper  with  the  front  containing  a 
picture  of  King  Kalakaua  on  the  left,  a  farmer  carrying  com  on  the 
right,  and  a  vignette  of  a  locomotive  franked  by  a  steam  ship  on  the  left 
and  sailing  ships  on  the  right  in  the  bill's  center. 

The  Republic  of  Hawaii  issued  both  Gold  Certificates  of 
Deposit  and  Silver  Certificates  of  Deposit  produced  by  the  American 
Bank  Note  Co.  in  1895  promoting  their  sovereignty  and  re-establishing 
the  gold  standard  in  the  monetary  system.  The  Gold  Certificates  of 
Deposit  were  pnntcd  on  yellow  paper  with  the  following  designs  on  the 
fronts: 

l  .The  $5  had  a  vignette  of  a  woman  on  the  left,  a  steer  on  the  right,  and 
a  scene  containing  the  lolani  Palace  in  the  center. 

2.  The  $10  had  a  steam  ship  on  the  left,  a  woman  in  a  liberty  cap  on  the 
right,  and  a  scene  showing  the  hanesting  of  sugar  cane  in  the  center 

3.  The  $20  had  a  standing  woman  wearing  a  liberty  cap  with  a  pole  on 
the  left,  a  horse's  head  on  the  right,  and  a  scene  showing  the 
transportation  of  sugar  cane  to  the  mill  in  the  center. 

4.  The  $50  had  a  woman's  head  on  the  left,  a  palm  tree  on  the  right,  and 
a  scene  with  a  working  paniolo  in  the  eenter. 

5.  The  $100  had  two  women  on  the  left,  a  horse  on  the  right,  and  a  scene 
containing  a  paniolo  and  a  train  in  the  center. 

The  $5,  10.  20,  50  and  100  Silver  Certificates  of  Deposit, 
produced  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  all  had  the  same  design.  The 
front  of  each  note  shows  a  palm  tree  on  the  left,  a  kneeling  male 
Hawaiian  on  the  right,  and  a  scene  containing  the  lolani  Palace  in  the 
center.

Coinage  Of  The  Former  Russian 
Republics:  The  Baltic  States 

by  Akio  Lis,  YN 

The  recent  breakup  of  the  Soviet  Union  has  led  to  the  creation 
of  many  new  nations.  In  the  case  of  the  Baltic  States  of  Lithuania. 
Latvia  and  Estonia,  their  geographical  boundaries  were  defined  at  the 
end  of  World  War  1.  However,  these  new  nations  have  a  numismatic 
past  previous  to  that,  as  defined  by  the  issuance  of  coins  by  indigenous 
national  entities,  conquerors,  and  colonial  powers.  The  history  of  the 
Baltic  region  was  molded  by  the  trade  between  Scandinavia,  and  other 
European  and  Asiatic  nations  with  various  German  trade  centers  and 
states  evolving,  including  one  at  Riga. 

The  Baltic  Sea  is  situated  between  the  southern  Scandinavian 
peninsula  and  the  Northeast  coast  of  Europe.  The  Baltic  coast  along  the 
European  shore  is  con\eniently  located  to  be  accessible  to  trade  by  sea 
from  Scandinavian  and  the  Western  coast  of  Europe,  including  the 
British  Isles.  In  addition,  it  contains  a  terminus  of  an  inland  waterway 
system,  along  the  Dneiper  River,  which  eventually  reaches  the  Black 
Sea.  Goods  could  travel  between  Scandinavia,  and  the  Byzantine 
Empire,  ports  along  the  eastern  Mediterranean  Sea,  and  land/sea  routes 
to  such  Asiatic  nations  as  China  and  India,  etc.  Thus  control  of  the 
Baltic  coast  became  important  to  both  Scandinavians,  and  Germans 
sharing  the  Baltic  Sea,  but  also  to  the  inland  nations  of  what  would 
eventually  become  Russia.  Unfortunately,  these  interests  typically 
resulted  in  the  native  populations  being  e.xploited  by  their  foreign 
conquerors. 

The  result  of  the  importance  of  this  region  in  trade  was  the 
establishment  of  trading  centers  by  the  Vikings  in  the  7th  through  1 1th 
centuries,  and  the  later  settlement  in  cities,  and  rule  by  the  Livonia  and 
later  Teutonic  Knights,  as  well  as  local  Bisopherics  beginning  in  the 
13th  Century  .  Although  chartered  by  the  Pope  to  christianize  the  native 
tribes,  these  orders  were  primarily  in  the  interest  of  the  accumulation  of 
wealth  and  power,  with  little  concern  for  the  native  populace.  With  the 
break-up  of  these  Catholic  orders  at  the  beginning  of  the  Protestant 
Reformation  secular  governments  were  established  with  an 
acknowledged  sovereignty  to  the  Polisli/Lithuanian  Empire  in  the  south, 
and  the  colonization  by  Sweden  in  the  north.  The  political  situation  m 
Europe  during  the  15th  and  16th  Centuries  led  to  the  division  of 
Poland  with  the  assimilation  of  the  Baltic  region,  with  its  seaports  into 
the  Russian  Empire.  Each  of  the  various  ruling  entities  issued  coins  for 
or  in  this  region  which  arc,  in  general,  rare  and  difficult  for  the  collector 
to  obtain  However,  the  coins  of  the  city  of  Riga,  the  current  capitol  of 
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Latvia,  and  Livonia,  the  region  that  surrounded  Riga,  issued  in  the  name 
of  various  Swedish  rulers,  including  Christina  (1632-54),  Charles 
(Gustavus)  X  (1654-60),  and  Charles  XI  (1660-97)  have  been  found  in 
hoards  and  are  relatively  plentiful.  In  addition,  coins  of  the 
Polish-Lithuanian  Empire  are  not  totally  scarce.  Unfortunately  with  later 
issues,  the  coin  designs  tend  to  incorporate  more  Polish  than  Lithuanian 
s>mbolism  and  themes. 

Although  under  the  yoke  of  both  the  Russian  government,  and 
German  landowners,  the  three  native  Baltic  populations  continued  to 
strive  for  cultural,  if  not  political,  independence.  However,  Russian 
forces  led  the  effort  at  Russifictaion  of  the  region,  in  spite  of  the 
Lithuania  uprising  of  the  mid- 19th  centurv,  and  other  clandestine 
efforts  of  the  Estonians  and  Latvians  to  reinforce  their  culture  on 
younger  generations.  The  end  of  World  War  I  presented  an  opportunity 
for  these  people  to  create  national  institutions  independent  of  Russian. 
Each  new  country  had  to  defend  itself  from  attempts  by  Russian.  Polish, 
etc.  forces  to  assimilate  the  region  into  their  countries. 

The  independence  of  the  Republics  of  Estonia.  Latvia  and 
Lithuania  were  proclaimed  both  philatelically,  and  numismatically. 
Coinage  and  currency  strove  to  pronounce  their  independence  wliile 
clearly  establishing  their  ties  to  an  independent  past  through  the  use  of 
national  symbols.  Upon  the  establishment  of  stable  national 
governments,  national  coinage  and  currency  issues  were  produced 
incorporating  designs  of  significance  to  each  of  the  three  new  countries. 
During  the  transition  between  the  declaration  of  independence  and  the 
actual  achievement  of  that  independence,  only  paper  money  and  notgeld 
were  issued  by  a  variety  of  military,  political,  economic  and  financial 
institutions  in  the  region.  The  use  of  the  knight  on  horseback  by 
Lithuania  in  its  initial  coinage  harkened  to  the  days  of  the  Lithuanian 
empire  (KM  71-83),  while  the  coat-of-arms  with  three  lions  used  by 
Estonia  (KM  1-20)  and  that  of  a  rising  sun  above  a  lion  and  dragon  used 
by  Latvia  (KM  I -10)  reaffirmed  their  pasts  relative  to  their 
Scandinavian  (Danish)  heritage,  and  Germanic  heritage,  respectively. 
The  start  of  World  War  II  led  to  the  Baltic  Republics  being  reassimilated 
into  the  Soviet  Union,  until  the  broader  independence  movement  of  the 
late  I980's  led  to  their  final  achievement  of  independence  in  the  modern 
world 

After  the  Baltic  states  regained  their  independence  in  the  late 
I980's,  initial  coinage  strove  to  re-establish  an  individual  country's  link 
to  its  past  heritage.  Estonian  coinage  once  again  portrayed  the  crest  with 
three  lions  (KM  21  onward),  Lithuanian  coinage  showed  the  knight  on 
horseback  (KM  85  onward),  and  Latvian  coinage  showed  its  medieval 
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crest  (KM  15  onward).  More  recent  issues  commemorate  historical  and 
current  events  as  a  well  as  various  popular  general  themes  in  order  to 
raise  revenue  for  the  countries.

Krause  Offers  Liberian  Commemorative  Coin  To 
Celebrate  Standard  Catalog's  Silver  Anniversary 

In  celebration  of  the  publication  of  the  1998  Standard  Catalog 
of  World  Coins,  the  25th  edition  of  the  annual,  Krause  Publications  is 
offering  for  sale  a  commemorative  coin  struck  specially  for  this  event  by 
the  Pobjoy  Mint  Ltd.  in  agreement  with  the  government  of  Liberia.

The  reverse  depicts  two  children 
examining  a  group  of  coins  -  including  one  each  from  the  United  States, 
England,  and  Liberia,  and  an  ancient  coin  featuring  a  representation  of 
Pegasus  “  spilling  from  a  globe  of  the  world  in  the  background  The 
Legend  reads  “25th  Anniversary,  1972-1997,  Standard  Catalog  of 
World  Coins.”  The  obverse  depicts  the  government  arms  of  Liberia,  and 
the  Legend  “The  Love  of  Liberty  Brought  Us  Here,  Republic  of  Liberia.” 

The  uncirculated  coin,  which  comes  in  a  leather  case  with  a 
certificate  of  authenticity,  is  valued  at  $92.50.  The  coins  is  available  for 
purchase  through  a  coupon  offer  in  the  1998  Standard  Catalog  of  World 
Coins  to  those  who  own  a  copy  of  the  book.  The  coupon  offers  a 
discounted  price  of  $55,  while  supplies  last,  with  a  one-year  subscription 
to  Krause  Publications’  World  Coin  News.
